SWIMMING. 


ILEX SWIMMING CLUB. 
Tus club held its first winter meeting 
on Monday last at the Lambeth Baths, 
Westminster Bridge-road, on which oc- 
casion the spacious upper, or first-class, 
pool ” was, set apart for the members 
and their friends, to whom the assem- 
blage was strictly confined, and who 
mustered exceedingly strong.

No. 6, Diving for Eggs.—Four out of 
the five entered came to the scraich. 
Thirty eggs were distributed in a circle, 
and lots were drawn for the order of 
starting. Each man to dive twice, and 
the aggregate number of eggs landed 
to be the test of superiority. The fol- 
lowing was the result:—Roney, 9 and 
10—19; Fenner, 5 and 7-12; Harvey 
5 and 2—7; Norris, 2and3—5. Roney's 
success created much amusement, some 
contending that he took the eggs down 
with him; others that he possessed an 
“invisible hen,” or Wellington Young’s 
‘‘inexhaustible egg-bag;” and it cer- 
tainly puzzled us to discover how he 
could hold five eggs in each hand, and 
swim with them without even cracking 
one. The prize in this instance was 
the appropriate one of an egg-stand, 
amply furnished, as may be supposed. 

A friendly race was thea swum by 
the Captain (Mr. G. Ryan) and ths 
Secretary (Mr. J. P. Davis), which tho 
former won. 

A scratch match followed, the com- 
petitors being thus placed :—Carbon- 
nell, scratch; Wallis, 5 yds start; 

The distanca 
was eighty yards. After a good race, 
they came in as follows:—Spink, 1; 
Wallis, 2; Carbonnell, 8. The race 
was very closely contested by the two 
former, and was only won by a foot. 

The concluding race was of the same 
description, and they were thus handi- 
capped: Pitt, scratch; Roney, scratch ; 
Bryant, a start of d5sec. The distance 
was eighty yards. Pitt,1; Roney and 
Bryant, a dead heat.

CRICKET. 
FREDERICK LILLYWHITE’S CRICKET SCORES AND BIOGRAPHIES 
OF CiLiBRaATeD CRICKiTERS. VOL. 1.* 


Wuutst other sports have been done ample justice to by numerous compe- 
tent writers, aud mammoth tomes have been compiled for the purpose of 
reference, cricket, perhaps the noblest game we have, has escaped the atten- 
tion of those capable of doing it justice, aud we.have not, until comparatively 
modern times, any record of its progress and development. Most works on 
this theme with which we have become acquainted are particularly shallow 
and distressingly tawdry: @ hundred hastily compiled pages, professed giveng 
to the world as “hints” on the games, has heretufore been the only class of 
production to be found in the cricket library, if we except the still more 
shallow and unimportant sketches and biographies which have appeared, few 
and far between, in the periodicals and public journals. These productions 
haye merely served to whet the appetites, and set us longing for a good 
substantial meal; they have been on a par with, and of about the same value 
as, cheap guide books, which seem to be produced for the sole purpose of 
puzzling those who put faith in them. We have for a long time felt the want of 
a standard authority on cricket—a history of the gamoas complete as an enthu- 
siastic cricketer and an expert compiler could make it. Such a work has been 
long required, and we are happy to say that the first instalment of such a work 
is now before the public. We welcome. the ‘ Cricket Scores and Biographies” 
as a carefully constructed authority ; elaborate in detail, but entirely devoid of 
pedantry or Ostentatiom The tile. of the work is modest, and but slightly 
conveys the real aim, of the compiler, which has been to give the world as 
complete a history of cricket as available. sources would permit, and. we are 
bound to say that'if the work progresses as it has commenced, his object will 
be gained, and cricketers placed in possession of areal treasure. The Scoresand 
Biographies were commenced by the late W. F. Lillywhite, and since his death 
in 1542 have been cortintted by his son, Frederick Lillywhite. The arrange- 
ment of the entire work has been carried out by Arthur Haygarth, Esq., a 
member of the Marylebone Club, to whom the task appears to have becn a 
labour of-love. In the present volume the scores extend from the earliest date 
up to the period when round-arm bowling was introduced. It contains much 
that is interesting concerning the earliest patrons of cricket, including the 
names of the Duke of Dorset, the Harl of ‘lankerville, and Sir Horace Maun, 
aud traces the career of Beldham and Uarris, the feats of Lord Frederick 
Beauclerk and Mr. Ward, and the vicissitudes in the career of the great Surrey 
player, Lambert. Ina very ample prefuce the compiler has bruugh: together 
a variety of matters incidental to his subject which will alford many hours’ 
profitable reading, not only to cricketers, but to the public at large. _ The 
origiu and history of cricket is very neatly written, and is as perfect as it can 
possibly be made. We exiract the following paragraph, which gives the date 
of formation of many famous clubs: — 

* Hambledon Ciub formed (suid Mr. Pawlett) in or about 1750, and broke up 
in or about 1791. Sevenoaks Viue Club, 1760 (or 1750), re-established 1819. 
Marylebone, 1787. Hatticld, 1800, re-established 1852, St Ives, 18u0, West 
Grinstead, 1804, re-established 1847. Harrow School, 1803 (2). Harrow Town 
Club, 1852 (?), Clapton, 1832, dissolved and re-established in 1854 Surrey 
County Ulub, in 1845, at Kennington Oval. Manchester, 1816. Bradford, 1836, 
Doncaster, 1817. Hyde Park, sheffield, 1825 (2). Lansdown, Bath, 1825. 
Bramshill, 1810. Bedale, 1828, re-established in 1845. Chertsey, 1833, re-esta- 
blished 1851, Grange Club, Edinburgh, 1832. Phoenix Park Club, .1851 
Zingati, 1845. Islington Albion, 1804, originally in White Conduit Mields, and 
removed in 1834 to Mr. Garrett’s Ground, in Copenhagen Fields, and in 1854 
they removed to their present grouud at Holloway. Norfolk Club, 1827. 
Manchester Broughton, 1823 (or 1824). Ilyde Park Ground, at Sheffield, 1824, 
as an opposition to Darnall, by Messrs. Haslehurst and Wright, and not com- 
pleted till 1826, at the cost of £4,000. West Wickham, 1848. Sleaford, 1842. 
Stockton, 1844, Shrewsbury, 1839. Bradford, 1836, Nottingham Commercial, 
1845. Priory Park, Chichester, 1830. Penshurst, 1838 to 1841, and re-esta- 
blished 1847. Purton, 1820. Petworth, 1843, dissolved 1852, re-established 
1857. Sherborne,re-established 1832, &. &c.” 

Here is a curious anecdote of the famous Duke of Queensbury, which is quite 
new to us, and, we doubt not, to the majority of our readers :— 

“In 1753 the Duke of Queensbury (then Lord March) made amatch toconvey 
a letter a certain number of miles within a given time. Even the most know- 
ing ones of the day deemed the thing impossible; his lordship, however, 
enclosed his letter within a cricket balled tlationine twenty young fellows, 
who were good hands at catching, in a large circle, mude them throw it from 
one to another fer the appointed period, at the. expiration of which, on the 
ground being measured, the distance that the ball had been made to trayol 
was found to exceed, by nearly one-fourth, the stipulation of the wager.” 

There are many little gems to be culled from the collection of * Cricket 
Songsand Poems,” which form no unimportant feature in the volume, but our 
space will not permit us to cull any of the sweets which come so temptingly 
under our notice. 

The limits of our space extend but little further, but before we close our 
notice of this admirable volume we will reproduce from it the well-written 
notice of the life of William Lambert, which is of paramount interest :-— 

‘‘ William Lambert was one 9f the most successful cricketers that has ever 
yet appeared, excelling as ho did in-batiing, howling, fielding, keeping wicket, 
aud also single wicket playing. - His hitting ¢he always raised his bat over his 
shoulder) was tremendous, his chief ain being to take the ball at the pitch and 
drive itaway, and ‘ the bowler, instead of attacking him, always seemed to ba 
at his mercy.’ It must, however, be observed (as is the case with other 
cricketers of former days) that he had, during the greater part of his career, 
smaller wickets.to defend than those afterwards used, as well as having only 
underhand bowling to coutend against. He is the only cricketer who has wade 
100 runs twice inthe same match, which feat he performed in 1817, scoring 107, 
not out, and 154 against two of the best powlors of the day, namely, . He 
Budd, Esq., and Howard! He was also a noted single wicket player; amd in 
1810, alone and unassisted (his partner, Mr. G. Osbaldeston, boing unable 
through illness to play more than a few balls) beat at single wicket two of the 
best cricketers of that time, namely, Lord F. Beauclerk and Howard! This 
was certainly a proof of his great superiority. Lis bowling was rather slow, 
and was very successful, being an approach to round, his arm being slightly 
extended from his side —in fact, it was a high underhand deliyery, twisting in 
from the leg-side. His fielding also was very fine, having huge hands, which 
was a great advantage tohim. Altogether this great cricketer, taking every- 
thing into consideration, has been surpassed by few, if any. His name will be 
found in the great matches at Lord’s up to 1817, but after that he was not 
allowed to appear at that ground any more, owing to his having (at least, so it 
was said) ‘sold’ the England v. Nottingham match of that year by not playing 
his best. Ie, however, continued to participate in minor matches at Reigate 
and the vicinity till he was about sixty years.of age, but the scores of these are 
nearly all lost. His g¢tual last match took place, it is believed, in 1839, at 
Crabbet Park, the seat of — Blunt, Esq,, at Worth, near Crawléy, it being 
gentlemen's match ofno great note. About 1837-8 and 9, also, his son, Be 
Lambert, played for Reigate ; and, oweng to the absence of initiala im beth 
scores, it will sometimes be found impossible to say which of the two is piay- 
ing.- He was born at Burstow, in Surrey, but resided, at Nutfleld, in the same 
county, where he followed the occupation of a miller; but he was also in the 
fuller’s earth trade, having several men in his employ. His height was 
oft 10in, and his weight lést, being also a very powerful man. Latterly he was 
a great ringer. He died at Nutileld, April 19, 1851, aged 72, butis buried at 
Burstow. No tombstone has been erecied to the memory of this famous man,” 

In concluding our necessarily limited notice of this work we cordially thank 
Mr. Lillywhite for its production, and feel a great pleasure in recommending it 
to our humerous circle of readers, assuring them that a perusal of its pages 
will afford them many hour's instructive and amusing reading, whilst, as an 
authority, it is unprecedented. ; iy

A CORRESPONDENT, whose delight it is to collect memoirs and anecdotes of 
men who. have tigured conspicuously ag representatives ef English sports, 
kindly forwards the following skeich of a once-famed member of the world- 
‘yenowned /Hambiedon Club: "— 

“*£hewhole of the Hambledon Club, which was once the pride of Hamp- 
shire and envy of ‘All England,’ have now beeu-bowled down by death, Mr. 
Johu Sniall, sen., of Petersiield, Hanis, who was- the fst survivor-of the 
original members, having terminated his mortal career on ie bist December, 
1836, aged nearly ninety. : : 

“Johu Small, seu, was born at Empshott on the 19th of April, 1737, 
and went to tetersiield when he-was-anout- stv Fears Of. age, where he 
afterwards followed the trade of a shoemaker for several years; but being 
remarkably fond of cricket, and excelling most of his contemporaries in that 
manly amusement, he relinquished his former trade and practised the making

On one occasion in a match, made 
either by the Duke of Dorset or Sir H. Mann, ‘England y. the Hambledon 
Club,’ he was in the three whole days, though opposed to some of the best 
players in the kingdom. Nor did he at last lose his wicket, his ten mates 
having all their wickets down. At another time, in a five-aside match, played 
at the Ar-illery Ground, he got seventy-five runs in his first innings, and went 
in the last man for seven runs to win, which, it is unncessary to say, were 
soon scored. On this occasion the Duke of Dorset being desirous of compli- 
menting him for his skill, and knowing that Small was as passionately fond of 
music as of cricket, he made him a present of a fine violin, which he played 
upon many years, and was used after by his grandson. 

‘““We ought also to mention that among other active exercises for which 
Mr. Small was famed was that of skating. Those who have witnessed his evolu- 
tions on Petersfield (Hants) Pond have no hesitation in pronouncing him equal 
to any who have figured on the waters of the Serpentine.”
